STAMMERING INDICATES REAL 
NERVOUS DEFECT 

“Suddenly my boy began to stammer 
though he never had before.” This 
seeins to be a classig explanation of 
stammering, and theré is some reason- 
able doubt whether this is a true and 
accurate observation of what has 
really happened, 

It is more than likely that the child 
has always had some speech difficulty 
which the parents considered “baby 
speech” or just the hard work of 
learning to talk, and then the real 
seriousness of the defect appeared 
after some noticeable upset. The child, 
instead of talking just slowly and 
perhaps jerkily, began to really stam- 
mer and stutter, 

His parents are almost certain to do 
two or three things, all of which are 
frowned upon by experts fm speech 
difficulties. The mother grows angry 
with the child and thinks it does it 
purposely. She makes him stop and 
start over again, thus increasing the 
self-consciousness of his difficulties, 
or she helps him out by finishing the 
sentence for him. 

The result is that his nervousness is 
increased by her anger, or he realizes 
each time he opens his mouth that

r it takes the form of jerky, un- 
rhythmic speech, 

js way of living needs altering to 
relieve any nervous strain, He needs 
unobtrusive exercises of the gros body 
muscles in ways that impress rhythm 
upon him. Patting in time to music 
trotting, marching, beating a drum, 
learning to dance, learning to sing are 
all rhythmical movements that help 
him in,a natural way to improve his 
unrhythmical speech. 

The fear of not being able to speak 
without stammbring is the greatest 
handicap to the sufferer, To help him 
lose his self-gonsciousness and his 
fears he nee to play with com- 
panions who will ignore and not 
imitate him, to be surrounded by 
adults who speak slowly, distinctly and 
without visible emotion, and who 
allow him to speak ks well as he can 
without interruption, suggestion, or 
prevention, 

Stammering is not always curable, 
Schools which claim to cure usually 
use some powerfyl gestion which 
influences the victim believe that 
he no longer stammers, Sometimes it 
works, often he begins to stammer as 
soon as he ts away from the sug- 
gestion. very parent of a stammer- 
ing child should know how best to 
help him, For those who are interest- 
ed we have a leaflet suggesting help- 
ful books by experts and some sug:

one teaspoonful tartaric acid, two 
tablespoonfuls of peroxide, one table-

water and dry the hair by rubbing

Lakeman, leader of the party in Al- 
berta, and representative of the cen- 
tral council of the party for western 
Canada, when seen at the conclusion 
of the Canadian Labor Party conven- 
tion on Monday evening. 

“Leaders of the party knew that we 
were due for expulsion, and we had 
plans formulated before the conven- 
tion to be put into effect to combat 
the actidn of the Canadian Labor 
Party,” the communist leader con- 
tinued, 

“The first shot of our campaign will 
be the nominating of a complete slate, 
as far as it is possible, to contest the 
mayoralty, aldermanic and _ school 
board vacancies in Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Medicine Hat and Lethbridge. 

“Our candidates have not been se- 
lected yet for the Edmonton contests 
but within a few days it will be pos- 
sible to make an announcement of the 
names of the Communist party to car- 
ry the banner of the party in the 
fight.

A. A. McGillivray Hands in | 
Resignation to Party |

The resignation of A, A. McGilli- 
vray, K.C., leader of the Conservative 
party in the provincial legislature 
since August, 1925 (long rumored), 
was received by H. R, Milner, K.C,, 
secretary of the Provincial Conserva- 
tive Association, on Tuesday morning 
{A meeting of the executive of the 
party will be called in the near future 
to name a successor to Mr, McGilll- 
vray, it was intimated by Mr. Milner. | 

Mr. McGillivray had proposed an- 
nouncing his resignation over one year 
ago but deferred resigning from the 
leadership post at the special request 
of a representative of the Conservative 
body. 

In handing in his resignation, Mr. 
McGillivray states that it has become | 
increasingly apparent that he cannot | 
carry on his law practice and lead a 
political party, and do justice to his 
clients on the one hand and to his | 
public undertaking on the other. He 
feels that he cannot give proper time 
and attention to political endeavor 
8o resigns from his position with con- 
siderable regret. ° 

Mr. McGillivray declares that since 
he was elected by the citizens of Cal- 
gary as one of their representatives 
for the term of the six legislature | 
assembly he intends to retain his seat 
in the house during that whole period.

“I regret the passing from the lead- 
ership of the provincial Conservative

our side of the house are pleased to 
learn that his resignation as leader 
will not mean that he will leave the | 
legislature. 

“I have known Mr, McGillivray for | 
a good many years, both as a solicitor 
of the bar and as a member of the 
legislature. The fact that we have 
been opposed to one another in poll- 
tics has not meant that my regard for | 
him_ has been in any way dimmed. 

“We all know that the demands 
made upon him as leader have meant 
@ great personal sacrifice, but while 
he has resigned as leader, we rejoice | 
that his presence will be continued as 
a private member.

Reds Put First 

Directly the credentials committee 
had completed their task and the con- 
vention was declared open by George 
Latham, president of the party, the 


motion to exclude all delegates repre- | 


senting communistic orgenizations was 
moved, and the names of those dele- 
gates read out, 

When the motion was made it was 
pointed out that the action was taken 
following the passing of a resolution 
at a recent meeting of the Communist 
party which pledged the Communist 
party to work for the destruction of 


the Canadian Labor party and the} 


discrediting of its representatives 

Considerable discussion took place 
as to the proper procedure to adopt 
on this question, a number of the 
delegates holding that the matter 
should be dealt with when the officers’ 
report was under discussion, ‘The 
question was put to a vote and carried, 
the delegates named leaving the con- 
vention, 

Speaking to the motion, Jan Lake- 
man stated that “the Canadian Labor 
party officers were taking a cowardly 
method in dealing with the question. 
They are expelling from this meeting 
delegates who are representing purely 
communistic organizations, while 
they are allowing to be seated dele- 
gates, known to be communists, who 
represent large industrial unions: 

He contended that move was an at- 
tempt to over-ride democracy and the 
constitution of the 
had a parallel in the acts of the 
capitalist class. 

Elmer E. Roper immediately took 
issue with Mr, Lakeman and pointed 
out that while it was no secret that 
Lakeman was a leader of the Com- 
munist party he had not come there 
as a delegate from that party but as 
a delegate from the Canadian Labor 
party, Edmonton branch. 

Roper Agrees 

“I agree with Mr, Lakeman,” stated 
Mr, Roper, “There should be no dis- 
crimination between any members of 
the Communist party, It is the duty 
of this party to combat with every 


means in its power the avowed inten- j 


tions of the communists to destroy 
the fabric of the Canadian Labor 
party, and while this party tolerates 
within its ranks any member of the 
Communist party we are in danger. 
They have stated that they are out 
to destroy the Canadian Labor party 
and we should be extremely foolish if 
we allowed them to stay within our 
party to accomplish their end, 

“They have declared war on us, and 
it is not a good thing to fight an 
enemy that 1s lodged within your 
ranks, Get that enemy out into the 


open and then you can fight him,” | 


concluded Mr, Roper, 


George Latham, president of the 


party, resented the suggestion that the | 


officers of the -party had acted in a 
cowardly manner in only expelling the 
direct delegates from communistic 
organizations, He considered that in 
taking this stand the Labor party was 
acting in a very generous manner, 

The history of the Canadian Labor 
party in other provinces where the 
communists have been allowed to 
follow their active program from 
within has resulted in the disruption 
of the party, and it was the duty of 
the delegates to see that this condition 
did not arise in Alberta, 

“I see no reaso1, why members of 
this party should be allowed to 
seated in this convention,” stated Mr. 


Latham, “On thelr own admission 
they have openly stated that they 
are working for the destruction of 


the Canadian Labor party and that, 


if my interpretation of the constitu- 


Won is correct, is sufficient cause for 


the expulsion of these delegates,” 

Speaking a second time on the mo- 
tion, Mr, Lakeman stated that it did 
not matter a 
what was done by the convention. 'The 
communist party had rooted a hold on 
the workers in the workshops, fac- 
tories, mines and fields, and ultimate- 
ly that root would so grow that the 
communist party would be the lead- 
ers of the nation, . 

He asserted that the Canadian La- 
bor party had become a form of 
capitalist party, and that the work- 
ers were getting suspicious of its ac- 
ons, 

Mr, Lakeman continued to attack 
the actions of the Labor aldermen in 
the city councils of Alberta, and also 
the work being done by the Labor gov- 
ernment in Great Britain, but was 
ruled out of order by the chair on a 
point of order taken by Fred White, 
M. L. A, for Calgary, 

During this period considerable heat 
was displayed by delegates, and cries 
of “Is this a circus?” and “Put the 
clown out!" were hurled at Lake- 
man across the floor of the conven- 
tion hall, 

Car! Berg stated that “He could not 
see why so much argument should 
take place on the unseating of these 
delegates, The communist party,” he 
sald, “las stated that they are out to 
destroy the Canadian Labor Party, It 
has been admitted by members of that 
party here, They have even accused 
us of being cowardly, Well, I know 
of nothing more cowardly than to pro- 
fess friendship and then stick that 
friend in the back, That has been 
the attitude of the communist party.

. Hon. Mr. Smith points out} 
there has been some delay in 
bringing to a close negotia- | 
tions for arbitration in the 
| dispute between the city and 
the government and states | 
that the time has been used | 
to good advantage by the 
government in obtaining fur- 
{ther ‘information regarding 
| certain aspects of the case, 
Based on Service 

The government's claim is based on 
service allegedly given to the city by 
the government's provincial phone 
system and followed a\refusal by the 
| city of an offer to purchase the entire 
phone system. A figure of $100,000 a} 
year has been mentioned as what the 
government feels it should collect trom | 
the city and should the government's 
claim be upheld it would result in the 
city losing practically its entire an- 
nual surplus. ‘The city strenuously 
denied the justification for the gov- 
ernment’s claim and, in turn, has 
submitted a counter claim, 

Here are the points on which the 
government has based its claim for a | 
substantial charge against the city for 
physical connection with the govern- 
ment’s system: 

Five Points 

1. The city system should contri- 
bute towards the upkeep and improve- 
ments of the provincial system as a) 
whole and towards the extension and 
development of that system into new 
areas 

2. The improvement, development 
and extension of the provincial sys- 
tem, both exchange and toll, increases 
the value of the said physical connec- 
tion, 

3. The provincial system should be 
compensated for the services which it 
furnishes or makes available to the 
city system. 

4. Owing to the present situation 
| there exists a condition of discrimina- 
tion between the city of Edmonton 
and other cities in the province,
